Last Monday, June 7. the Uni­ 
ted States had been in w ar just 
a year and one half. 


HIT HIGH FIGURE 


So The Desert Sun decided to 
check up on the Village and learn 
how they have backed up the na­ 
tion’s w ar effort since its start. 


The survey revealed that in 
the year and one half the na­ 
tion has been at war. Villagers 
have dug into their bankrolls 
to the extent of one million, 
seven hundred and three thous­ 
and. three hundred and ninety- 
four dollars and fifty cents. 


Looking at it another way— 
$1,703,394.50. 
T hat figure represents practic­ 
ally $100,000 per month average 
in bond sales here.

A reduction

prices 
averaging 10 per cent, or 3 cents 
a pound at retail, was announced 
today by the OPA. 
The reduction in m eat prices 
will 
become 
effective 
for the 
Southern C alifornia housewife on 
June 21 on all m eat except cured 
and processed pork, for which the 
effective date will be Ju ly 5. The 
time lag for the cured and pro­ 
cessed pork is necessary to take 
care of pork already in process. 
A nnouncem ent of the reduction 
in m eat prices follows by a week 
sim ilar action on b u tter prices. 
All of these actions are a p art 
of the OPA program under P res­ 
ident Roosevelt's “hold-the-line” 
executive order. 
The reduction in m eat will be 
less than three cents a pound on 
some of the cheaper cuts and 
more than three on som e of the 
more expensive.

Anyone 
contem plating 
the 
em ploym ent 
of new 
persons 
should be extrem ely cautious 
as penalties for violation of the 
W a r 
M anpower 
Commission 
rulings are severe. The law be­ 
came effective on May 27. 


Local employers have received 
notice th at no new person m ay 
be employed on a full or p art­ 
tim e basis w ithout an availability 
certificate regardless of age, oc­ 
cupation o r schooling. Even if a 
new person is taken from school, 
farm or non-essential industry, 
th at person m ust obtain a W ar 
M anpower 
Commission 
certifi­ 
cate from the nearest U. S. Em­ 
ploym ent 
Service 
office. 
The 
same applies 'to those who w ere 
not form erly employed by any­ 
one. 
If the em ploye comes from an 
essential industry, he o r she m ust 
have an availability certificate 
signed by the last employer. Em­ 
ployes leaving employment are 
not perm itted to quit their jobs 
until the W ar M anpower certifi­ 
cate is issued signed by the em ­ 
ployer.

"A cut of at least 20.3 cents in 
the Riverside county tax rate can 
be m ade if old age aid rolls are 
held to their April, 1943, levels,” 
California Taxpayers’ association 
stated today, following its study 
of changes made by the legisla­ 
ture in the old age assistance law 
and their effect on th e tax rates 
of California counties. 
"D uring April, 3,317 needy aged 
persons received old age assist­ 
ance in the county,” the associa­ 
tion stated. "Under the present 
law, the annual cost to the county 
for this case load would have 
been about $374,800 o r about 39.9 
cents on the county tax rate, 
based on the county's assessed 
valuation for this year. 
“Under- the new financial set­ 
up, the annual cost to the county 
for such a case load is estim ated 
to be $183,900. This amounts to 
a possible saving of $190,900 equal 
to about 20.3 cents in the county 
tax rate.” 
Such a reduction, the associa­ 
tion pointed out, is dependent on 
the old age assistance rolls being 
held to their April, 1943, level. 
Throughout the state, the num ber 
of people dependent on old age 
aid has been decreasing since the 
late 1941 and early 1942 highs.
